"Zero" zero rei 
"one" ichi 

"two" ni 

"three" san 

"four" yon shi 
"five" go 

"six" roku 

"seven" nana shichi 
"eight" hachi 

"nine" kya ku 
"ten" ja

on the simple way of saying numbers.

Key Vocabulary & Phrases 


% Akemashite Omedet6 Gozaimasu (HIFELT BHTLEI TXWETF) 

Akemashite is from the verb akemasu, meaning "to open," and omedetd gozaimasu is a polite phrase that means "congratu- 
lations." We use the phrase akemashite omedet6 gozaimasu to celebrate the "opening," or start, of a new year. Though it 
corresponds to "Happy New Year!" in English, unlike the English, you can say akemashite omedet6 gozaimasu only after a 
new year has come, even if it's one second after midnight-not before! 


Please also note that in informal situations, we leave gozaimasu out. 
For Example: 


1. "Happy New Year!" 
Informal: Akemashite omedeté! 
Formal: Akemashite omedet6 gozaimasu.
